Will be an Order of the Day inthe Episcopal 
Convention. | 

Baltimore, October 7.—The third session of 
the great triennial Protestant Episcopal con- 
vention met this morning, after service in 
Emanuel church, celebrated by Bishop Pad- 
dock, of Washington, assisted by Bishop 
Jones, of Newfoundland. When the work of 
the session began at 10 o’clock every seat in 
the building was occupied. A message from 
the house of bisliops were being read when 
Rey. John Williams of Omaha, Nebraska, 
rose and objected to the reading, as it preju- 
diced the house against articles refused to be 
accepted by the bishops. The president, how- 
ever, overruled the objection and desired the 
secretary to proceed with the reading of the 

message. There were several memorials 
sent by various dioceses and through its dep- 
uties asking that changes in those dioceses 
be made.

Said He Was Sorry He Didn’t Live Differ- 
ently—The Efforts Save 
Williams. 


Spartanburg, 8S. C., October 7.—(Spe- 
cial,)—John Williams; the man who took 
the life of Major John A. Henneman, of 
this city, and Milbry Brown, at whose 
hands little Geraldine Carpenter died, 
today left this world for the next. The 
law of the state was executed and the 
two descendants of Ham leaped into 
space and their lives left them in the 
twinkling of an eye. 

Sheriff John A. Nicholls received no in- 
structions to hinder his obedience to the 
orders of the court and today at 11 
o’clock he pulled the rope which sepa- 
rated the mortal from the immortal and 
sent to another world two criminals, than 
whom there were none more diabolical. 

The 7th day of September was the day 
appointed by the courts to execute the 
two and for the executions the officers 
had made all preparations needful. The 
negro preachers had prayed for and with 
the condemned and had managed to se- 
cure from them statements expressing 
readiness to depart this life, and the man 
and girl were brought within a few min- 
utes of the set time, when instructigns 
were received from the governor to day 
the fatal work for a month and the facts 
which were connected with their cases 
were given a thorough consideration by 
the governor. 

Efforts to Save Williams. 

Strong and many were the efforts that 
were made for and against the execution. 
The extreme opposers to the relatives and 
immediate friends of Mr. George Henne- 
man, the son of the slain, exercised them- 
selves in vigorous efforts to bring into 
the case political color and to influence 
Governor Tillman to act in the negroes’ ’ 
behalf. Petitigns were rushed to the gey- 
ernor’s office atid ‘political crowds went to 
the governor in person. 

While these-men were working. for the 


commutation of the sentence, the-friends | 
“or"Major Tieniieman were doing their 


best work to prevent the governor's inter- 
ference. They, too, sent lists. of . good 
hames and letters from the jurors who 
convicted the man in three minutes, and 
then the waiting for the governor’s deci- 
sion began. Various were the rumors 
that floated and hot were many words 
that were said about the interference of 
foes and the efforts of friends, and until 
the governor sent instructions to execute 
the orders of the court, one side was 
about as confident of favor as was the 
other. Not only were there divisions 
among certain whites which were brought 
about by political differences, but there 
were threats made by the race to which 
Williams belonged. The negroes were 
wrought to a high pitch and made threats 
which were not comfortable. They for a 
time wer® contemplating the seizure of 
Williams from the sheriff by a mob, but 
they were given the understanding that 
such action would not be advisabie and 
this they abandoned. Then they threat- 
ened to burn the city, but this they gave 
up. They were anxious to give vent to 


their wrath, but they could secure no gen- | 
eral to lead them. Thus did the friends 


of Williams act and danger was feared 


should the governor’s decision fail to sat- 


isfy them. 
There Was Another Fear. 


But their was another fear on the other 
side. 
extended influence and his family has 
armies of friends. These friends never 
intended that John Williams should not 
die for the death of Mayor Hennemaii. 
They were conservative and waited pa- 
tiently for the decision of the law. They 
were anxious that the matter be done de- 
cently and in order, but they were fully 
persuaded in their minds to have him die, . 
and if the law would not order his death 
they were firm in their purpose to take 
him from the jail and officers and send 
him to the world which is beyond. There 
was an organization which would have 
done the act cleanly and promptly had 
not the governor acted as’he did. : 

But Governor Tillman could not be in- 
fluenced by the etremists. He used his 
own mind to reason out the case and the 
result was to let the law’s decision stand. 
Thus was avoided a raging mob and a 
scene of blood, for the officers would have 
fought nobly for the life of Williams. 

Trying to Save the Girl. 

The case of the girl Brown was being 
considered along with that of Williams. 
The jury that convicted this girl did its 
work in a short time and the evidence 
that did the work was overwhelmingly 
convicting, but the convicted was a mere 
child, fourteen years of age, and was gen- 
erally thought to be an imbecile. She 
was considered as too weak of mind and 
too young in years to be responsible for 
her actions, but the governor thought dit- 
ferently and refused to interfere with the 
careful work of the jury. He sent word

A Woman Hanged at Newberry. 

Columbia, 8. C., October 7.—(Special.)— 
The execution of Annie Tribble here today 
is the first official hanging that has taken 
place in this county since 1876. Annie was 
an unmarried colored woman. Last Febru- 
ary an infant was found drowned in a wa- 
ter hole near a branch and the mothership 
was*traced to Annie, and it was  ascer- 
tained that she had thrown it while alive 
in the water.

During the Winter—-W ill Appear in 


London, October 7.—The Times, whose 
carefully prepared letters on the cholera 
efidemic are attracting great attention in 
Eurdpe and praise from the highest English 
and continental physicians, publishes an 
article today on the prospects of cholera for 
tiiis and next year. It says: 

. “We are already in October and still the 
e~iderfid marches steadily westward 
despite the elaborate precaution and sup- 
posed sanitary perfection. Probably the 
general. public does not gather a clear idea 
of what is happening from a glance at the 
telegrams announcing the occurrence of a 
few cases in Grodno and Odessa. These 
do not. sennd more important than the dis- 
maouncing the same condition of

Similarly the death of a few lighter men at 
Spandau, in Germany, seems a compara- 
tive trifle while tidings of the cholera in a 
small way from a dozen ‘places in Holland 
and Belgium were only to be expected. 
FPyen the invasion of Buda Pesth, capital 
of Hungary, will not attract much atten- 


tion, ‘while its effects are confined to their | 
‘present moderate dimensions. 


Will Break Out Afresh. 


“All the foregoing will make little im- 
pression beside the news from Hamburg, 
Paris, St. Petersburg and**central and 
southern Russia that the disease is subsid- 
ing daily, yet they are of ominous import. 
They mean that the cholera is doing just 
what it has a ‘done formerly—creep- 
ing quietly. cuwand,.and sowing autumnal 
seeds in new gfeuid over a wide area, 
which will burst forth luxuriant with the 
advent of summer. It ia a most mischiev- 
ous delusion that after September nothing 
more is to be feared for individual towns 
and districts which have borne the brunt of 
a severe epidemic. The winter generally 
means delivery, but for neighboring coun- 
tries it means only the beginning of trouble. 
In recent cholera news from abroad it 
means that seed is being sowed over a 
vast area in central Europe ready fer a 
death harvest in 1893. 

What the Reports Mean. 

“The news from Grodno wa that Seer a 
ern Russia, right up to the Russian border 
Odessa means that seed is sown in the 
Black sea, Littoral and Danubian pro- 
vinces.

LED INTO AMBUSH. 
United States Officers Shot Down by Moon 
. ghiners in Tennessee. 


Nashville, Tenn., October 7.—(Special.)— 


A party of six internal revenue officers . 
‘was led into ambush near Fiintrille, in 


the southern part of Lincoln county, early 
this morning and a desperate fight at close 
quarters folewed. 

AS a result, two of the bravest men that 
ever raided a wildcat still are dead and 
Joe Spurrier, known and feared by every 
moonshiner in ‘Tennessee and North Ala- 
bama, shot through the back, is complete 
ly paralyzed and not expected to live. 
One moonshiner was killed, while the 
others escaped. There were four men in 
the moonshiners party and although they 
hid behind trees and bushes and shot 
three men down before their presence 
was known, the remaining three killed 
one and drove the balance from the field. 

General Deputy Collector Joe Spurrier 
left here several days ago, saying to in- 
ternal revenue men here that he had lo- 
cated twenty barrels of illicit brandy at a 
point about ten miles from Lincoln post- 
office and the same distance from Flint- 
ville, in Lincoln county, and that he was 
going down to seize it. Mr. Spurrier 
showed a letter he had received from 
some one in Lincoln county telling him ex- 
actly where the brandy was and the roads 
to reach it, naming every bypath, the 
roads to be crossed and every possible de- 
tail. It is not remembered what name 
was signed to the letter, but the fact is 
sufficient ground for the belief that the 
revenue officers were led into ambush. 

Mr. Spurrier got up his party and was 
proceeding to the point descrided this 
morning. They had just reached the top 
of a high plateau, when suddenly a volley 
was fierel into their ranks from directly 
®ehind. Captain 8. D. Mather, Deputy 
coHector, fell from his horse with twelve 
buckshot balls through his head. General 
Deputy * Gelector Spurrier was shot 
through the back and General Deputy 
Collector S. C. C#téevell was shot through 
the left side by ten bi ot.

$3,889, 206.84, 
OLD PARTIES ARE NOW IN CONTROL. 


The Clyde Faction in Terminal Is Getting 
Bvidence ior the Purpose of Mak- 
ing a Case of Malfeasance. 


New York, Octob& 7.—(Special.)—The 
finances of the Central railroad of Georgia 
are controlled by new parties tonight, or 
rather they have passed from Speyer and 
Cempany back into the hands of capitalists 
who were interested in the Central five 
years ago. 

Today H. B. Hollins gave a check to 
Speyer and Company for $3,889,206.84. 
Checks of that size are not often seen even 
in New York financial circles. In return 
for the check the Speyer syndicate turned 
over to Hollins and Company Central se- 
curities of the par value of $12,000,000. 
These securities embraced Georgia Central 
consolidated firsts and Mobile and Girard, 
Port Royal and Augusta bonds. This trans- 
action takes up the Speyer loan made a year 
ago by John and Pat Calhoun. An order 
authorizing the transfer had been obtained 
from Judge Speer by H. OC. Cunningham and 
B, A. Denmark, counsel for the Central and 
the receiver. Mr. Comer, the receiver, is 
here. He had been favorable to the pro- 
posed reorganization by Speyer and Com- 
pany, but the company is now out of that 
syndicate and bonds. The Hollins commit* 
tee will not give the slightest intimation of 
its plans. It is presumed that Judge Speer 
will be asked to dissolve the receivership at 
an early date. 

An intimate friend of Mr. Comer’s was 
asked today if he would serve until the end 
of the year as president. The reply was 
that “he is not a man to remain in a position 
of that kind unless he is thorough accord 
with the interests in control.” 

The inference was that Mr. Comer may 
resign before the end of the year. That is 
mere?y a rumor on the street and is given 
for what it is worth. Colonel Charles H.

There are signs in &a improvement in the 
prices of cotton goods and sales of wobvl con- 
tinue heavy. It is not a satisfactory symtom 
that speculation is enormous, sales at this 
city amounting to 1,239,600 bales last week, 
with an advance of half a cent in price, yet 
exports of cotton are not large, and of all 
domestic products the value exported last

For about eighty years the American peo- 
ple got along very well with a state bank 
currency. They developed their resources 
and grew powerful and prosperous. 
There were a few wildcat banks in the 
frontier states of the west, but exposure 
was always prompt and they were unable 
to swindle the public long. The notes of 
the banks in Georgia, South CaroMffia, 
Louisiana and other southern states, were 
as good as gold all over the union, and 
even in Canada. During the war confed- 
erate prisoners in the north were able to 
exchange their Georgia bank notes for 
greenbacks. 

If we revive this system now it will be 
better and more closely guarded than in 
the old days. Efficient state inspection 
will keep our local banks up to the proper 
standard. 

We have already accepted the state- 
ment of our opponents that state bank 
notes would constitute a local. currency. 
That is precisely what we need. Our gold 
and silver treasury certificates and nation- 
al bank notes will give the country a na- 
tional currency, and the notes of our local 
banks will then naturally circulate in the 
localities where they are to be redeemed, 
and where the people have full knowledge 
of the resources, standing and credit of 
the incorporators of the banks. We want 
just such a currency—a currency that will 
not drift to the eastern centers and stay 
there. 

Our Chicago contemporary will find 
upon investigation that this is no sectional 
issue. Many of the wisest and soundest 
financial experts of the east and west 
favor this reform, and sooner or later it 
is bound to come. 


A Democratic Stimulent. 

T1e overwhelming democratic victory 
in Georgia might stimulate the democrats 
of Virginia, North Carolina and Alabama 
to renewed exertions in behalf of their 
party. The campaign here was not al- 
lowed to run itself. It was managed by 
men whose energy was only equaled by 
their ability to reorganize the party and 
to throw life and vigor into the organiza- 
tion.

CHICAGO October 7.—We are constantly 
told that there is no demand for vur wheat, 
that the English markets are overstocked, yet 
we have a record of clearances of fully 800,- 
000 bushels of wheat and flour today with 
London, Liverpool and Paris all higher. Ib 
is true the English country markets are very 
much depressed, but that is principally owing 
to the very poor quality of their wheat. Dur- 
ing the early part of the session there was 
a great dearth of orders. Trading was very 
light, some of the noted bears being about the 
only sellers. A few of the light holders were 
inclined to sell out hoping to buy lower the 
early part of next week. Later in the ses- 
sion the buying for foreign and domestic ac- 
counts became quite general in New York, 
Duluth, Chicago, and other points which 
caused a fine feeling. Towards the close the 
local traders who had taken the short side 
this morning were disposed to increase their 
holdings should the market go either up or 
down. The estimated receipts of 775 cars of 
corn tomorrow depressed the market for 
awttile. Later, however, shippers became 
large buyers. This together with the ad- 
vance in wheat caused rather a fine closing.

Conductor, Is Canght. 


PATROLMAN MEHAFFEY TRACKED HIM. 


An Accidental Clue!Leads to the Capture of 
a Cold-Blooded Murderer—A Big 
Reward. 


The murderer of Alex Caldwell, the popu- 
lar Richmond and Danville conductor, was 
yesterday captured in Bessemer, Ala., after 
being tracked all over the continent and 
being looked for by the police of the south 
fo: over fourteen months. 

The murderer is a negro, Will Hemp- 
hill, and he was caught by two Atlanta 
men under the direction of Patrolman Me- 
haffey, of the Atlanta police force. 

The murderer of Alex Caldwell, with 
which Will Hemphill is charged, was one 
of the most cold-blooded murders that has 
occurred in the south in years, and is still 
remembered by the people of South Carolina 
and Georgia. 

The killing occurred on a Richmond and 
Danville train just over the line in South 
Carolina. The train was bound for At- 
lanta, where Alex Caldwell lived and had 
many friends. It was done in August, 
1891. 

Will Hemphill, a negro desperado was a 
passenger on Conductor Caldwell’s train 
and was coming to Atlanta. He got into a 
dispute with the conductor and became 
violently angry. : 

Without any excuse whatever the mad 
negro drew his revolver and shot Conductor 
Caldwell dead. He then leaped off the 
train and made his escape. A pursuing 
party was at once organized, but Hemphill 
shrewdly evaded his followers and has since 
been at liberty. The people were greatly 
incensed at the cowardly murderer and 
Hemphill would have fared badly had he 
been captured. Governor Ben Tillman 
offered a big reward for the capture of 
Hemphill/and descriptions of the negro 
were seffrto the police all over the south. 

It now seems that Hemphill came to At- 
lanta, where he had started when he did 
the killing, after he made his escape. He 
succeeded in hiding himself well here, and 
his identity was never suspected until a 
few days ago. Accidently Patrolman Me- 
haffey discovered that the negro’s name 
was Hemphill, and he at once remembered 
the —s of Caldwell. He shadowed 
Hemphill for three or four days trying to 
find out conclusively before he made an 
arrest. Five days ago Hemphill sudderly 
disappeared and went to Birmingham 
Menaffey felt sure he was the man and 
sent two Atlanta men to shadow the pregro. 

Yesterday afternoon Chief of Police Con- 
rolly received a telegram from Captain R. 
F. Mills, of Bessemer, Ala., announcing 
Hemphill’s arrest. 

Patidlman Mehaffy left last night for 
Bessemer where he goes to get the mur- 
derer. He will bring him back tonight and 
carry him to Central, 8S. C., tomorrow. 
He will receive a neat reward for his cap-
